damaged thou sands of library 
cards, resu lting in thou sands of 
dollars in damage. 
The Illinois v andalism stirred 
the president of 
the campu s 
You ng 
Democrats 
to 
protest 
“ the 
ou trageou s hy pocrisy of 
hoodlu ms who pretend to be 
stu dents.” 
There 
was specu lation 
that 
the gu ard force at Wisconsin 
may be cu t back. 
A new twist to campu s rebel­ 
lion arose at the Univ ersity of 
Sou th Carolina when a y ou th 
was 
arrested for bu rning 
a 
Confederate flag in front of the 
school 
president’s 
home. 
In 


Sou th Carolina state law forbids 
mu tilation of the United States, 
Confederate or state flags. 
The California state attorney 
general obtained a cou rt order 
Monday dismissing militant offi­ 
cers of the stu dent body and 
placing $250,000 of stu dent aid 
fu nds in receiv ership. A spokes­ 
man said the cou rt wou ld be 
asked to make the inju nction 
permanent. 
At the same time Dr. S. I. 
Hay akawa, the school’s acting 
president, su spended two Negro 
teachers for su pporting a strike 
by some elements of the stu dent 
body and facu lty . 


At Wisconsin only 400 listen­ 
ers tu rned u p Monday night for

rally 
su pporting de­ 
mands by Negro stu dents for 
special 
priv ileges, 
compared 
with thou sands who took part in 
demonstrations at the start of

The Wisconsin Stu dent Asso­ 
ciation, a stu dent-elected grou p, 
was joined by most of the u ni­ 
v ersity ’s Negro organizations 
in 


asking participants in the class­ 
room boy cott to go back to 
classes.

Confederate flag was Brett Bu r- 
sey , 24. Bu rsey is a former 
chairman of a stu dent grou p 
called AWARE which demands 
an end to wav ing of the flag and 
the play ing of “ Dix ie” on the 
campu s.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ray 
Bliss is resigning April 15 as 
Repu blican national chairman, 
an au thoritativ e sou rce said to­ 
day . 
Bliss, chosen to head the GOP 
National Committee after the 
39 6 4 presidential election, an­ 
nou nced his intention in a letter 
to 
President 
Nix on, 
it 
was 
learned. 
There was no immediate indi­ 
cation of his su ccessor, althou gh 
the name of Mu rray Chotiner of 
California, 
long-time 
political 
associate of Nix on, was men­ 
tioned as a possible appointee to 
a high position within the com­ 
mittee. 
Bliss, a former Ohio state Re­ 
pu blican committee chairman, 
was a 
compromise candidate 
for the national post and is cred­ 
ited with mu ch of the rebu ilding 
of his party following the 19 6 4 
presidential election. 
Du ring his tenu re as national 
chairman, the GOP picked u p 
seats in both the Hou se and Sen­ 
ate and increased its hold on gu ­ 
bernatorial chairs to the point 
where 
the 
Repu blican 
Party 


now has 31 gov ernors to the 
Democrats’ 19 . 
Bliss, who designated himself 
as a “ nu ts and bolts” man—a 
political technician—is ex pected 
to be su cceeded as chairman by 
a more skilled telev ision and 
platform performer. 
Reports shortly after the No­ 
v ember 
election 
that 
Bliss 
wou ld be replaced drew wide­ 
spread protests from GOP offi­ 
cials who had worked with him 
at the local lev el. 
Repu blican gov ernors, meet­ 
ing in California in December, 
praised his record highly . 
The decision to replace Bliss 
was Nix on’s. Close adv isers of 
Nix on were split ov er the issu e 
with y ou nger members of the 
President’s team u rging the re­ 
placement. 
An official annou ncement of 
the resignation is ex pected later 
at the White Hou se in an ex ­ 
change of letters between Bliss 
and Nix on. 
Friends said Bliss intends to 
retire from political activ ity and 
will retu rn to Ohio, where he 
heads an insu rance agency .

CRETE, Neb. (A P)-Leaking 
anhy drou s 
ammonia 
fu mes 
from a wrecked railroad tank 
car spread throu gh a section of 
this, sou theast Nebraska town 
this morning. At least six per­ 
sons died from breathing the 
deadly fu mes. 
Gov . Norbert Tiemann said 
the State Patrol confirmed six 
deaths. A Department of Agri­ 
cu ltu re inspector said he fou nd 
10 dead. Many persons were ov ­ 
ercome as they slept in their 
homes. 
The tank car was on a sid­ 
ing. 
The area was ordered ev acu ­ 
ated. Bu rlington Railroad offi­ 
cials said the tank car ru ptu red 
when freight cars from a pass­ 
ing train ju mped the tracks and 
smashed into it. 
A fu neral home spokesman 
said one body had been brou ght 
to his establishment. 
A spokesman at the Saline 
Cou nty sheriff’s office in nearby 
Wilber termed the situ ation v ery 
seriou s. 
National gu ardsmen and state 
police, eq u ipped with gas masks, 
were ordered here to aid in res­ 
cu e and ev acu ation work. Adj­ 
oining cou nties also sent u nits. 
A helicopter was su mmoned 
from Lincoln, 25 miles to the 
north east, with the idea that 
wind from its rotor blades might 
dispel the fu mes. The derailed 
car was from a 9 0-car freight 
train bou nd from Denv er to Chi­ 
cago, a Bu rliington official said.

REPORTER’S REFLECTIONS — Abo ut 10 mo nths 
ago May o r Geo rge W. Lindquist appo inted a 25-member 
Citizens Study Co mmittee which was giv en a rather 
blanket assignment to study the city and repo rt back 
to the City Co uncil. 
The co mmittee, as a who le, has no t particularly 
•‘taken the bit in its teeth,” so as to speak, and sub­ 
co mmittees appparently hav e functio ned with different 
degrees o f enthusiasm. 
All o f this was pro bably predictable. 
May or Lindq u ist, consciou sly , 
set ou t to pick people for com 
mittee assignments who had not 
been activ e in city affairs. 
Leaders hav e alway s sou ght 
way s to inv olv e more indiv id­ 
u als in organiaiional activ ity 
and one tactic freq u ently u sed 
is the one the may or employ ed. 
There hav e to be disappoint­ 
ments in employ ing this method 
of recru itment 
becau se 
some 
people simply hav e made per­ 
sonal choices not to be inv olv ed 
in certain activ ities and y et 
they hate to say “no” when 
asked. So they resolv e to get in­ 
v olv ed where 
they 
hav e not 
been interested before and often 
fail to carry ou t their resolu ­ 
tions. 
Howev er, 
there 
are 
cases 
where people who hav e seldom 
been in City Hall hav e been 
recru ited and who hav e taken 
activ e roles in promoting the 
stu dy . Discov ery of citizens like 
this ju stify the effort. 
Monday night the committee, 
or 10 members of it, met, set 
certain deadlines and u nder the 
u rging of Patrick Jones, com­ 
mittee co-chairman, did some 
sou l-searching. 
Jones said he thou ght part of 
the inability to get going on the 
part 
of some 
su bcommittees 
may be “that we are looking 
for problems and hav e ov er­ 
looked assets the city has.” 
The co-chairman stated the 
committee had been organized 
to make a stu dy and su bmit a 
report, not simply to make rec­ 
ommendation. 
City Commisioner Walter P. 
Lohse, committee coordinator, 
echoed what Jones said, com­ 
menting “the committee shou ld 
be alert to point ou t problems 
needing attention, bu t there are 
areas o f city go v ernment o per­ 


ations and other facets of the 
city life where concerned lead­ 
ership has met problems fairly 
well, and I believ e the commit­ 
tee's report shou ld inclu de this 
information.” 


Kenneth 
Du senberry , 
city 
bu ilding official, said the u se­ 
fu lness of su ch a committee to 
city officials is 
that it can 
commu nicate to City Hall what 
the people of Dix on “want their 
city to be like 20 y ears from 
now and conseq u ently what we 
shou ld be doing.” 


He asserted a continu ing cit­ 
izens stu dy committee fu nction­ 
ing ov er sev eral y ears can pro­ 
v ide “ inv alu able 
gu idance to 
city planning people.” 


Jones remarked that commit­ 
tee members probably hav e not 
talked to enou gh other people 
to find ou t their opinions, “we 
were not sent ou t to bring back 
ou r own opinions,” Jones de­ 
clared, “bu t asked to make a 
stu dy and report, and ou r re­ 
port shou ld inclu de the opinions 
of ou r fellow citizens.” 
The co-chairman asked citi­ 
zens 
to write 
opinions, 
com­ 
plaints, praise or whatev er they 
choose and address their com­ 
ments to the “Citizens 
Stu dy 
Committee, City Hall, Dix on.” 
Jones said he or Tom Schmitt, 
the other co-chairman, W'ou ld 
receiv e any commu nications so 
addressed vand they wou ld be 
stu died by the appropriate su b­ 
committee. 
There is reasonably good hope 
this committee, which is on sort 
of a maiden v oy age throu gh u n­ 
charted waters, will make a re­ 
port which will be u sefu l to City 
Hall by its self-imposed Ju ne 
deadline.

six nations of the Common Mar­ 
ket can discu ss cooperation. The 
cou ncil meets twice a month.

Some commentators regarded 
France and Britain as a deliber­ 
ate bu ildu p for the U.S. Presi­ 
dent’s v isit. 
For France, It u nderlines De 
Gau lle’s determination to lead 
Western Eu rope to show Nix on 
that 
Western 
Eu rope 
cannot 
mov e withou t Paris, 
and to 
warn Nix on not to pu sh for Brit 
ain’s entry into the Common 
Market. 
For Britain, it demonstrates 
that Britain enjoy s the su pport 
of France’s fiv e Common Mar­ 
ket allies, and it shows the con­ 
v iction of Prim e Minister H ar­ 
old Wilson’s gov ernment that 
Britain belongs in Eu rope de­ 
spite De Gau lle’s v eto. 
The crisis began bu ilding u p 
last week when all the WEU 
gov ernments ex cept France — 
Britain, West Germany , Italy , 
Belgiu m, the Netherlands and 
Lu x embou rg — agreed to con­ 
su lt each other on foreign af­ 
fairs and to discu ss the Middle 
East at a special meeting in 
London last Friday . 
De Gau lle reportedly consid­ 
ered this meeting a British ma­ 
neu v er to get closer political 
links with the Continent and ap­ 
proach 
the

throu gh the back door. 
Resignatio n

Under his other arm, he car­ 
ried a my steriou s black box . 
“I want a ride, man,” he told 
Jim Genet, a company crew­ 
man who works on the Good­ 
y ear blimp by day and takes 
tu rns working a nearby gu ard 
shack by night. 
“ If not, I ’ll blow the thing 
u p,” Genet q u oted the y ou th as 
say ing. 
Genet called for help. For the 
nex t hou r and a half, abou t 30 
armed o fficers surro unded the 


big gas bag and waited patient­ 
ly Monday night, said one—“in 
case 
he 
really did 
hav e 
a 
bomb.” 


Finally , Sheriff’s Sgt. Arthu r 
Hicks and the bomb sq u ad ar­ 
riv ed. 
Hicks 
walked 
boldly 
across the open, grassy field 
and opened the tiny door of the 
gondola hanging u nder the diri­ 
gible's plu mp belly . 


“Are y ou the pilot?” the hairy 
occu pant asked Hicks. “ I want 
to go to Aspen, Colorado” for 
a 
jazz festiv al. 
The y ou th, withou t waiting for 
an answer, pu shed a “bu tton” 
on his black box . Hicks waited 
for an ex plosion. Instead he 
heard a blast of rock mu sic 
from the lad’s tiny black tran­ 


sistor 
radio. 
After 
searching 
him, Hicks helped him ou t. 
En rou te to a hospital where 
he was admitted—still u nidenti­ 
fied—for observ ation, the beard­ 
ed y ou th believ ed to be abou t 20 
ex plained that he managed to 
slip by the gu ard “ becau se I’m 
inv isible.” 
“ He nev er wou ld hav e made 
it to Aspen,” said Ralph Reed, 
another crewman of the 16 0-foot 
blimp u sed by the ru bber com­ 
pany for adv ertising pu rposes.

NEW YORK CITY—If th ere is a gravey ard 
for political reputations, th is Fun City is it. Not 
since th e day s of Fiorello La Guardia h as any 
may or left office with h is nose unbroken and h is 
front teeth intact. And even Fiorello took some 
punish ment. But no one h as fallen so fast and so 
h ard as May or Joh n Lindsay . 
Neith er h is undeniable personal 
ch arm 
nor th e well-lubricated 
publicity 
mach ine th at glamor­ 
ized h im h as prevailed against 
th e Jinx th at is New York. 
And. as usually h appens in 
\merican politics, th» * big build­ 
up contributed to th e big “bomb” 
th at May or Lindsay ’s adminis­ 
tration h as been. Some of th e 
De loledano 
blame lies with His Honor, but many of h is troubles 
are woven into th e city ’s pattern of life. And some 
are neith er h is fault nor tin* city ’s: th ey are acts 
of God. th ough h e gets th e blame any way . 
Fifteen inch es of snow fell on New York last 
week, wh ich is a calamity to any metropolis. Rail­ 
roads and commuter lines were stalled. Taxis and 
cars could not move. Buses stopped running. Peo­ 
ple were stranded far from h ome. 
It h as all h appened before in New York, no 
m atter wh eth er a Tammany Hail or a refonn ad­ 
ministration was in office. But irate New Yorkers, 
frustrated by th e ch aos turned on May or Lind­ 
sa y , blamed h im for th e ch aos th at h ad struck 
th em. He was accused of h aving mish andled snow 
removal by th e Sanitation Department, and round- 
Iv booed by th e citizenry even th ough h e pro­ 
tested. and truth fully , th at th e same meth ods used 
in th e past were put into motion. Th ere was just 
too much snow to get off th e streets in sh ort order. 
Mr. Lindsay , wh o h ad moved front a h ardly 
distinguish ed slot in th e House of Representatives 
to th e most ceph alalgic job in th e world, h as been 
plagued by one h eadach e after anoth er: 
Riots in Harlem and Bedford-Stuy vesant. th e 
city ’s two biggest Negro slums; a breakdown in 
th e sch ool sy stem marked by teach ers’ strikes and 
attem pts by protesting blacks to take over loeal 
sch ool h oards: strikes bv longsh oremen and gar­ 
bage collectors; an increase in cab fares; crime 
in th e streets: outbreaks of anti-Semitism involv­ 
ing th e Metropolitan Museum of Art, a local radio 
station, and th e black community —y ou name it. 
Th rough all of th is. May or Lindsay h as tried 
h ard to set m atters a-righ t. But h e h as lacked 


th e experience to remedy th e situation and th e 
sh rewdness to say out of th e line of fire. Th e un­ 
avoidable fact remains th at, were Mr. Lindsay a 
King Solomon with a 72-h our day in wh ich to 
work h is wonders, h e could not cope with New 
York City . 
“Fun City .” as h e likes to call it with uncon­ 
scious irony , is too big. too complex, too unruly , 
and too divided to be h andled by any one man, 
no m atter wh at h is qualifications. Its 10 million 
people, swarms of visitors, snarled traffic, and 
tremendous demand for goods and services cre a te , 
an impossible logistical problem. In population.! 
it is bigger th an many nations, vet it insists on 
acting as if it were just anoth er municipality . And, 
as middle-income families flee to th e suburbs, its 
social and economiic orientation goes increasingly ! 
out of wh ack. 
Th ere is only one solution—and political con­ 
siderations make th at impossible. New York can- i 
not survive, h owever, unless it is broken down 
into bite-size entities—th e five borough s becoming 
four administrative units. Brookly n was once an 
independent city , but it was swallowed up about 
1900 in a drive to make New York th e biggest city 
in th e world. 
However. Manh attan. Brookly n. Queens, th e 
Bronx, and Staten Island are distinct in geograph y , 
economic needs, and political direction. Each of 
th ese borough s sh ould h ave its own executive offi­ 
cer and council, with perh aps a coordinator to pre­ 
vent th em from stepping on one anoth er’s toes. 
Th is would make sense, but th e politicians would 
never allow it. New York is still saddled by a 
super-imposed “ county ” government with few if 
any powers and no real administrative function. 
Th e politicians like it th at way because it gives 
th em more patronage.
